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Israel violates prisoner Record 


Ziad Abu ‘ Ain 
not released, 
sources say

AMMAN — Israel is not living up to 
its commitment to release Palestinian 
and Lebanese prisoners from Ansar 
camp and Israeli prisons, according to 
sources in Amman. 

The name of Ziad Abu' Ain was on the 
Red Cross list but he was not released. 
The Al-Quds daily said on Tuesday that he 


had been returned lo prison andThat'-hlv 
lumily had visited him ihcrc Abu' Ain 
was serving u sentence for "subversive 
activities*' but during two years uf enn- 
Iroversial extradition proceedings from 
lhe US hc insisted that he was innoevni. 


Amman, 1-7 December 1983 
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Other prisoners disappeared between 
Ansar camp and l.vdda airport. C'oUmel 
Salah Al-Ta mari. leader of the Ansar 
group, told a press conference in Algiers 
thiil their disappearance was discovered 
between Ben (iurion airport and Algiers. 

In Israel, radio, television and new- 
spaper interviews with the released Israe- 
lis have caused considerable controversy. 
The prisoners have said they were well 
treated by their captors. They were kepi 
in houses. Ted well, given books and 
games and were allowed to listen lo Israeli 
radio and to keep up with events.

Asked about the serious, deteriorating 
situation in Lebanon and how Lebanon 
can restore its freedom and indepen- 
dence. he said, "all foreign forces should 
unconditionally withdraw from Lebanese 
soil." When asked ir such withdrawal in- 
cludes the Syrian forces, he repeated. 
“All" but refused to specify further. 

On the presence of Soviet forces in Af- 
flhanlstan Mr. Demtchenko said the 
Soviet forces will remain in Afghanistan 
as long as there is “foreign interfere- 
nce." by which he said lie meant Pakistan 

and Iran. 

“The Soviet Union has in serious wars 
supplied Arab progressive countries with 
the most effective weapons, once supplied 

lo Vietnam," he said. He cited Egypt and 
Syria as examples of such countries 
■ ^This is why Israel has not launched any 
offensive against Syria.’ He ■ replied the 
full support of the Soviet Union for Syria, 
bv saying "We support Syria 100 pel 
cent, and in the meantime we are hopefo! 
that the PLO will unite again and restore 
its good ties with Syria.

Israel, US move towards 
agreement on free trade 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM CAP) — Finance Minister Ylgnl Colicn-Orgad on Wednes- 
day welcomed the announcement Hint the United States would negotiate a free trade 
zone with Israel, saying It would help even out Israel's staggering bnlance-of- trade 
deficit. 

Colicn-Orgad spoke in a parliamentary debate on the growing recession that has 
been highlighted by dally newspaper reports of Impending layoffs by factories around 
(hc country. He said there Is no doubt that during a transition “our economy is In 
danger or unemployment. ’ * 

But he said the government's austerity measures that Included a $2 billion cut 
from (hc 1983 budget were aimed at checking consumer spending to cut Imports and 
reorient Ihe economy to export-based Industries. 

Cohen-Orgad told a news conference In mid- November that one reason Israel was 
seeking a free trade zone with the Uuiled Stales was to eliminate (hc 10- to- IS per 
cent (ax the Americans Impose on Israeli textiles and wood products. Eliminating 
such taxes would aid Israel In Its efforts lo reduce its balance- of- trade deficit, which 
reached $2.94 billion In 1982 and Is projected al between $3.6 billion and $4 
billion for 1983. 

A senior US official In ^Vashlngton said on Tuesday that Ihe United States has 
been negotiating the free trade zone for about two years. The official did not disclose 
details but said It would be a completely reciprocal arrangement — “free trade for 
our products In Israel, free trade for Israeli products In the States.” 

Israel also hopes that establishing a free trade deal with the United Stales would 
spur Western European countries to step up Investment. Press reports here have 
suggested that such an arrangement would encourage tire Europeans to set up more 
manufacturing plants in Israel to sell their products In the United States without the 
price-hiking tariffs. 

Gad Yaacobl of the opposition Labour Party and chairman of the parliamentary 
economic committee said, “I would like lo welcome the start of discussion on esta- 
blishing a free trade. zone between Ihe two countries. This will have long-range 
significance for the Israeli economy.” 

Yaacobl said he regretted that there was no conclusion reached between Prime 
Minister Shamir and President Reagan concerning the manufacture of parts for the 
Lavle aircraft In Israel. ,

a warm two- day visit

AMMAN — The first visit of an 
Italian bead of state to Jordan 
ended on 28 November, with His 
Majesty King Hussein seeing 
President Sandro Pertini off at 
the Queen Alla International 
Airport. 

President Pertini’ s visit began 
od 26 November, when he arrived 
in Amman to stay at the Royal 
Palace as a personal guest of His 
Majesty King Hussein and Her 
Majesty Queen Noor. That same 
night, the King held a banquet In 
honour of the Italian president, 
during which the two heads of st- 
ale exchanged speeches. The 
King stressed the Importance of 
the role Italy and the other Eu- 
ropean countries can play in es- 
tablishing peace in the Middle 
East. 

President Pertini reaffirmed 
Italy's commitment to peace In 
(he area, the ending of foreign 
occupations and the right of the 
Palestinian people to self-deter- 
mination and a state. He also 
called for the return of Jer- 
usalem to its previous status as a 
city of peace. 

But during the official talks 
the next day, more stress was 
laid on Jordan' s role and Its pos- 
ition on Important issues. The 
King again went into the Pales- 
tine problem, discussing the need 
for the withdrawal of all foreign 
forces from Lebanon and the 
dangers of the Iraq- Iran war, 
and also briefing the president 
on the Israeli settlement policy. 

These official talks were also 
attended by Jordanian and Ita- 
lian officials. Italian Foreign 
Minister Giulio Andreotti signed 
a memorandum In which Italy ex- 


tended commercial credit facili- 
ties to Jordan, offered $50 mill- 
ion In soft loans and technical 
assistance for development 
projects to the tunc or $10 mill- 
ion. 

Mr. Aodreotti left Amman that 
same day, but the president con- 
tinued his programme. That 
night the Italian Ambassador to 
Amman and Mrs. Rossi Longhl 
hosted a performance of the 
Scala Theatre Ballet, attended by 
the King, Queen, Jordanian and 
Italian officials, the diplomatic 
corps of Amman and other 
guests. At the end of the pro- 
gramme, which included a scene 
from “Swan Lake” and a brea- 
thing performance of Ravel’s 
“Bolero,” the King bestowed a 
high Jordanian medal on the 
troupe. 

The next day included visits to 
Petra and Ghor Al-Safi, where 
the Italian Impresit company Is 
re-allottlng and reclaiming land 
and constructing the Southern 
Ghor Irrigation network, electri- 
cal power and housing units. 
This project Is partly financed by 
an Italian soft loan. The King 
also accompanied the president 
on a visit to Petra, after which 
Mr. Pertini returned to Italy. 

Before bis visit ended, Pre- 
sident Pertini also bestowed me- 
dals on Queen Noor and Jorda- 
nian Ambassador to Italy Tayseer 
Touqan, who was shot and 
wounded in Rome on 26 October. 

This visit of the Italian pre- 
sident, which took place finally 
after three unavoidable post- 
ponements, served as a reaffir- 
mation of the firm friendship be- 
tween Italy and Jordan, and the 
warm regard the two peoples bold 
for each other.

Accordi ng to 
them the PLO has censed to exist 
as a power in the land influenc- 
ing the Palestinians In the occu- 
pied territories.*' 

He went on to say. “I can as- 
sure you that almost the absolute 
majority, including the 1948 
Palestinians (with the exception 
of a very smnll minority) favour 
the PLO unlimitedly."

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New department at RSS 
leads in energy search 

Solar, wind possibilities are subjects 
of intensified investigating effort

AMMAN — A research cen- 
tre has been established in 
Jordan to seek ways oF avoid- 
ing an increasingly heavy 
dependence on expensive im- 
ported petroleum. Its projects, 
if successful, will go a long 
way towards making Jordun 
energy self-sufficient, says 
Dr. Hani Mulki, one of Lhe 
founders of the project. 

" If we are to sit back here un- 
til the developed countries deve- 
lop their solar and wind energy 
equipment, then ultimately, 
within 1 0 or 1 5 years from now, 
we will end up importing our 
own sun and wind energy instead 
of importing oil from other coun- 
tries," Dr. Mulki said. He 
stressed that Jordan has excel- 
lent solar energy prospects, with 
average daily radiation of about 
five kilowatt-hours per square 
metre and 3,000 hours of sun- 
shine a year, "We can identify 
the applications of solar energy 
and the possibilities of producing 
solar energy equipment in Jor- 
dan." Dr. Mulki is the director 
of the Royal Scientific Society's 
(RSS's) Solar Energy Research 
Centre (SERC). 

SERC is a newly established 
centre to meet Jordans increas- 
ing need for energy resources. It 
consists of three sections: The 
Weather Data and Measurement 
Section ( WDMS) , Solar Collector 
Applications Section (SCAS) and 
Wind and Photovoltaic Section 
(WPS). 

The weather data section 
concentrates on factors which 
interest the researcher, such as 
wind speed, wind direction, so- 
lar radiation,- relative humidity 
and temperature. 'This section 
is not a duplication of the Jordan 
Meteorology Department (JMD) . 
one of whose main functions is 
to collect information to forecast 
the weather or to utilize it in 
agriculture. Energy research re-

quires a different kind of infor- 
mation," said WDMS chief Dr. 
R. Ta'ani. 

Statistics we get from them 
give us a general view not a spe- 
cific one. The classified weather 
data, which wc utilize in our ap- 
plications of course, will be 
given to JMD to be added to their 

monthly charts.' 

'*We have finished a five- 
volume study,! the Potentials of 
Solar and Wind Energy Applica- 
tion in Jordan," he added. "We 
wont into a detailed statistical 
evaluation of data available 
concerning the status of services 
in the various villages and cities 
of Jordan. Our aim is to serve 
this country and through this 
sLudy we can identify the basic 
energy needs required. We Ini- 
tiated an indisciplinary statistic 
that has the population, schools, 
students, roads, telephone net- 
work, electricity network, water 
network, clinics. hospitals, 
etc. ” 

The major project of WPS is 
the experimental wind pumping 
station at Jurf El-Darawish, 
which is under the supervision 
of Farid Samara. This project, 
financed by National Resources 
Authority, Water Supply Corpo- 
ration and the RSS, aims at stu- 
dying the technological and eco- 
nomical feasibility of utilizing 
wind energy for water pumping 
in remote areas. 

Malek Kabarili, the head or 
the collectors section, told The 
Star, "There are two types of 
collectors: Flat-plate collectors 
and the concentrator collector 
Usually Hat- plate collectors are 
used for low temperature appli- 
cations such as domestic solar 
water heaters and house heating. 
In the area of water heaters, we 
have developed a unique system 
and signed an agreement with a 
local manufacturer to produce 
"Rum" brand water heater ac- 
cording to our specifications and 
standards." RSS keeps control 


of testing "because our ultimate 
aim is to protect the consumer. ' ' 

Dr. Mulki added, "due to the 
high prices of petroleum, which 
takes up a major part of the 
family budget, the people of Jor- 
dan arc responding favourably to 
solar energy technology such as 
solar water heaters; but we arc 
afraid that without regulations 
and specifications for collectors, 
the quality of produced flat-plate 
collectors in Jordan might deter- 
iorate. and this will deal a set 
back to people's response." 

An Australian expert sent by 
the United Nations is studying 
the possibility of utilising solar 
energy in a large scale applica- 
tion such as a factory, a hospital 
or a big school. This proposed 
two-year project, will be funded 
through the United Nations In- 
dustrial Development Organiza- 
tion (Unido). 

The Solar House, which is a 
joint- venture project between 
RSS and the Kuwait Institute for 
Scientific Research (KISR). has 
around a 42-square- metre area 
of flat- plate collectors to produce 
hot water for healing. "Last 
year was not representative be- 
cause we had a very severe win- 
ter," Mr. Kabarili said. "Only 
25 per cent of our requirements ■ 
were provided through solar en- 
ergy; but in 1981/1982 winter, 

70 per cent of our requirements 
were provided. 

''The design of the Solar 
House is different from what 
people are used to. It has double- 
glassed windows and various en- 
ergy conservation system, but 
because of the energy situation 
in Jordan in particular and all 
oyer the world in general, Jorda- 
nians have to adjust to new 
things. Architects should take 
into consideration Lhe large heat 
loss because of the poor design 
and construction. The Building 
Research Centre at the RSS is 
working on a. building code 
which will include placing insu- 
lation inside the wall structure."

Groups negotiate 
to bring players 
from Palestine 

'Al-Hakawati' portrays the reality 
of life under occupation in comedy

The Union of Charitable Or- 
ganizations may sponsor the 
Palestine- based Hakawati 
Theatre Group in a number of 
performances of the world- 
famous play ‘Ali the Ga- 
lilean’ in the country next 
spring. 

The Public Relations Director 
of the group. Mr. Daoud Kutlab. 
disclosed this in an interview 
with The Star. He said the group 
may perform in Amman. Zarqo, 
Karak, and in some refugee 
camps, and proceeds will be 
given to charitable organizations 
in the occupied territories. Ne- 
gotiations are still under way 
concerning the projected visit. 

"Ali the Galilean" is the story 
of a young Arab from Galilee and 
his search for an identity. He is 
a worker in Tel Aviv, torn apart 
by the various groups who try to 
pull him towards them as he 
searches for his'true Palestinian 
identity. Interwoven with this 
theme is criticism, portrayed 
through the "various means of 
presenting a story, which may 
momentarily distort actual philo- 
sophies, but then will show the 


true story," said Mr. Kuttab. 

The Hakawati group ,was 
founded in 1977. It consists of 
1 5 artists and it is directed by 
Francois Abu Salem. The group 
writes its own plays and songs. It 
is voluntary, with the artists 
coming from different cities and 
towns in Palestine. Mr. Kutlab 
said the group does not want to 
‘ ‘ belong' ' to anyone by accepting 
backing, and therefore tutelage, 
from, certain groups, but would 
like to receive it from Individuals 
and groups interested in promot- 
ing Palestinian theatre and the 
message the group is trying to 
put across.

Traffic cop training proposed

AMMAN — All new traffic offic- 
ers would undergo an eight- week 
training course in traffic rules 
and regulations if new sugges- 
tions by a Traffic Department of- 
ficer are implemented. 

The course is one of three pro- 
posals made by Department De- 
puty Director Ahmad Dmour to a 
seminar held in Irbid last month 
on traffic safety. In an interview 
with The Star, Lt. Col. Dmour 
said that in addition to the 
course he had recommended a 
Programme of general training 
lor all police officers and a "so- 
cial standing" programme. 

General training would cover 
Wneral information and public 
relations as well as first aid and , 
jsiamic culture, and social stand- 
ing courses would involve field 
* rips to familiarise traffic offic- 
with their areas of work as

Dmour did not say what

Violation, accident rates down 

THE TRAFFIC Department recorded a total of only 440 ac- 
cidents during September 1983, as compared with 1,156 dur- 
ing the same month of last year, says Lt. Col. Ahmad Dmour. 
This 61 per cent drop followed a decrease of 1.1 per cent 
during August, when 1,099 accidents were recorded com- 
pared* with 1,112 during August 1982. There were 9,271 
fewer violations reported In September 1983 than in the same 
month of the previous year. 

During July, however, the number oj ryj 
mained high. There were 72 people killed and 397 inured 
during July 1983, as compared with 55 killed .and 1.000 
Injured the previous July. Lt. Col. Dmour said the high fa- 
talities figure for 1983 was due to the fact that this year the 

*Eid Ai-Rtr holiday fell durlng July. Thlrty-three pe0 ple 

were killed on the roads during that holiday, he said. 

The new traffic law, with stiff *e»M« I tor 
violations, came into effect on 1 July 1983. Additional 
regulations requiring the Installation and use of seat belts in 
passenger car? come Into effect on 1 December. 


paying more attention to the 
quality of the teachers themsel- 
ves.

These plays, said Mr. Kuttab, 
arc not propaganda, and arc full 
of constructive criticism. They 
do not attempt to hide the mis- 
takes that are made by the peo- 
ple. 

He explained that they 1 are vi- 
sual productions, in which one 
can follow the idea and the ten- 
sion without hearing the dialo- 
gue. in his opinion, theatre 
depends on movement, interac- 
tion and personality, so dialogue 
is only complementary. And that 
is Lhe reason why non- Arabic 
speaking audiences are able to 
follow these original produc- 
tions. For foreign audiences, a 
guide in English or French is dis- 
tributed to help them follow the 
plot. The Hakawali group has 
performed In several European 
countries including France, Ger- 
many, Holland and Britain. The 
plays have won local and inter- 
national acclaim. For example, 
British television gave 10 min- 
utes to scenes from "Mahjoub, 
Mahjoub." 

Problems? "Many," said Mr. 
Kuttab. The Israeli authorities 
have taken a series of measures 
to try to prevent the group's ac- 
tivities. He cited arrests without 
cause, shutdown of theatres, de- 
claring them militarily out-of- 
bounds*, pressuring theatre ow- 
ners and landlords in order to 
prevent performances. Educa- 
tion officials put pressure on 
school principals to refuse llie 
use of their schools; and also the 
Israeli occupation authorities 
place security forces at the thea- 
tre entrance to frighten away au- 
diences. 


But in spile of all (hat, the 
group was invited to perform in 
Tel Aviv by a progressive theatre 
group as part of a Palestinian 
cultural week held there last 
June. This caused "a big earth- 
quake in Israeli artistic and poli- 
tical circles," said Mr. Kuttab. 

"The Palestinians have 
national theatre!" commented 
one paper. "Al-Hakawati per- 
forms with u flow of imagination 
and thought... in a political 
theatre this is one of the most 
refined performances." said 
another. A third described the 
‘ ’ success of the director and the 
actors in dealing with the painful 
subject of life under occupation 
with lots of humour and without 
giving up self-criticism..." 

"The old storytellers of Pales- 
tine had a direct link with their 
audiences. Modern theatre 
groups on the West Bank are try- 
ing to keep that same link by 
breaking down formality — and 
resisting Israeli censorship." 
The Middle East magazine, issue 
of December 1981 said of this 
group under the title "Pales- 
tinian theatre escapes from 
limbo." 

Although not the only Arab 
theatre group In the West Bank 
or Galilee, the Hakawati is rep- 
resentative of a new theatre 
trend, and of the joint efforts of 
Palestinians from Jerusalem, 
Nazareth, Jaffa and Nablus, 
among others, to work towards 
allowing the world to sec the true 
situation of living under occupa- 
tion in your own country. 


thing and start to drive irre- 
sponsibly. 

When an accident takes place, 
tribal procedures come to the 
surface. After a dispute is set- 
tled they repeat the same viola- 
tions, considering the whole 
thing to be in the hands of fate. 

The department began applying 
the traffic law or 1 98 3 gradually 
Jn order to avoid causing the 
reeling that a "huge thing" has 
taken place, he said.

Commenting on Israeli Prime 
Minister Shamir, lie said ho is in 
fact much tougher than his 
predecessor Monachem Begin, 
but "he lacks his charisma." 
When asked obouL his evaluation 
of Defence Minister Moshe 
Arens, he said, "He is another 
Sharon — smooth, loo smooth, 
but more ruthless; " And on the 
Israeli Labour Party, he said, 
"It is, in relation to basic iss- 
ues, the same as the Likud.

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Period of consolidation 



THE DRAFT budget for 
J984, which was presented 
to the National Consultative 
Council on Monday, marks 
the end of the concerted push 
towards national development 
on the large scale that has 
gone on during the last seven 
or so years. The three- year 
development plan, the first 
five-year plan and the first 
part of the second five-year 
plan have been the age of 
grand industrial projects, of 
economic expansion and an 
aggressive push forward to- 
wards industrialisation. Now 
the wind has, to a greater or 
.lesser extent, been taken out 
of our sales by the reduction 
in external assistance and in 
other forms of government 
revenue. An age of consolida- 
tion has begun. 

A glance at the figures for 
the new draft budget shows 
that all has not gone as orig- 
inally planned. The estimate 
used for Arab countries’ fin- 
ancial aid is JD 183 million, 
compared with an earlier fig- 
ure of JD 215 million. The 
earlier expected figure for to- 
tal Arab aid and local revenue 
during I 983 has been JD 639 
million; but the figure at- 
tained was only JD 526 mill- 
ion. The total budgeted ex- 
penditure are only JD 7 76.7 
million: a mere fraction more 
than the 1983 budget of JD 


775.37 million and in real 
( inflation-adjusted) terms, 
no increase at all. One of the 
current five-year plan’s most 
important aims is to cover ail 
recurrent expenditure by lo- 
cal revenues in the plan's last 
year; but the 1984 budget 
brings expenditure in check 
in order to achieve that goal 
one year early. 

All this, however, does not 
mean that development is to 
stop. Due to well-planned and 
energetic efforts during the 
earlier plan periods (in both 
the private and public sec- 
tors), a strong infrastructural 
base has been laid and a big 
enough push has been given 
to industry and other eco- 
nomic sectors that the 
momentum is bound to conti- 
nue. The completion and 
opening of such projects as 
the Arab potash plant, the 
fertiliser industry company in 
Aqaba and the privately 
owned timber processing 
complex all attest to the 
strength or that push. 
Moreover, whatever essential 
projects have not been com- 
pleted are scheduled to conti- 
nue on a rational basis. 

The point to note is that in 
cutting the budget, the Fin- 
ance Ministry has shown that 
it knows how and where to 
cut. This is an era of general 
financial retreat throughout 


the region, and over most of 
the world; so it would be sur- 
prising iT there were no re- 
ductions in Jordan's planned 
expenditure. A careful look 
at the 1984 draft budget will 
show that necessary expendi- 
ture have been retained in the 
most essential areas: first of 
all, in the maintenance of 
Jordan's security forces; sec- 
ond, in mai n te na □ ce of a 
good international creditwor- 
thiness by meeting all finan- 
cial obligations; third in con- 
tinuing support for people liv- 
i ng under occupat ion and 
fourth, in achieving self- 
reliance. Local revenues fig- 
ure importantly in this last 
item; and as far as industry is 
concerned, projected spend- 
ing is targeted, as a top prior- 
ity. to projects that are the 
most economically feasible. 

From the outside, it may 
look to some as though Jor- 
dan is in some trouble finan- 
cially. It is undeniable that 
things are not as rosy as they 
used to be; but to calm the 
fears of those observers, we 
state our full confidence in 
the ability of our leading 
decision-makers to guide the 
country through the present 
stormy period to the future 
days of greater prosperity. 
Based on the record, we think 
there is little reason to think 
it will turn out otherwise.

His one regret was not being 
able to go deeper into French so- 
ciety and experience the life of 
the common man.

London year 

These trips were followed by a 
four month seminar at US1A in 
America where he was as- 
tonished by the advanced techn- 
ology and facilities available and 
a return to London to pass a year 
at the fine arts college of St.

Fouad considers this year in 
London the most important per- 
iod in his life. He was not only 
working daily on his craft but 
making contacts with other art- 
ists.

In Germany, touring its major 
towns, Bonn. Berlin. Frankfurt 
and Munich, Fouad completed 
another taxing programme of 
cultural events that not only cov- 
ered art exhibitions, museums 
and television studios but jazz 
concerts and ballet too. Munich a 
city of many epochs and styles 
enchanted him with its old city 
standing amidst a modern and 
gleaming array of department 
stores and signs.

needs such as eating, dressing 
and personal hygiene. 

They are given a general 
knowledge about themselves and 
their environment and games, 
sport and outings are also part of 
the curriculum. The school pro- 
vides full medical and psycholo- 
gical care for the children and 
nurse is in daily attendance to 
monitor their progress. 

Success story 

One of their remarkable suc- 
cess stories was a ten year old 
girl who came lo the school able 
only lo drink milk from a baby’s 
bottle. After patient effort the 
girl learned to eat proper food 
and lo feed herself. 

The responsibility of the 
school also extends to the 
students' families. “We try to 
show them the most effective 
way to deal with their children, 
says Mr. Al-Wazani. 

Mr. Al-Wazani is a lawyer by 
profession but he is currently 
preparing for his diploma in spe- 
cial education at the University 
of Jordan so that he can apply 
the latest methods and ideas at 
the school. 

Financial struggle 

Mr. AJ-Wazani’s organization 
has enjoyed great success in its 
work with the children but it suf- 
fers considerable financial diffi- 
culty. The fees it charges are a 
moderate JD 25-50 per month, 
although it costs JD 150 per 
month to keep a child at the 
school. The difference is cov- 
ered by Mr. Al-Wazani i who is 

the organization’s main financial 

backer. 

The school recently moved 
from its original building to a

house in Umm AJ-Sumak. The 
rent for the new house which has 
no central heating is JD 2.500 
and it needs JD 3,000 worth or 
repairs. 

Mr. Al-Wazani is very happy 
to help the children of the Ja'far 
organization but he would like to 
do more. He has rooms set aside 
Tor a day school (all the current 
students are boarders) and he 
would also like to provide facili- 
ties for older children. 

But to do this he needs more 
financial support especially for 
major items such as a bus to take 
day students to and from school. 

The organization was helped 
considerably by a JD 1 200 con- 
tribution from the Queen Alia 
Fund but is always in need or 
more help. 

Sadek Al-Wazani is also a firm 
believer in the proverb 1 ‘ Preven- 
tion is better than cure . He 
would like to see more work 
done to find the causes of mental 
handicap so that families can 
avoid It wherever possible.

HAVE YOU ever visited the lion house of a big zoo? And have* 
yuii ever heard of women accused of senseless spending espe- 
cially when jt relates to food? Flow are these two subjects con- 
nected wiili each other? 

The lions that normally spend their lime pacing hack and 
forth monotonously Ivcomc restless when it gels near lo 
reeding lime. Their pacing gams a nervous quickness in qual- 
ity.

So the lady of the house spends, seemingly lavishly Lh inking 
of her hungry ones, buying supplies to satisfy them. Then she 
dutifully carries all of this home and spends the rest of her 
morning in the kitchen fixing a variety or dishes to appease 
their appetites. 

If she does not fix enough she knows that they will not be 
filled, satisfied of their hunger. They will remain sullen even if 
il is not on an immediately noticeable level and there will be the 
tiniest threat of strain In the home atmosphere. 

Bui if there is a wide array of concoctions placed before them 
they will cal until they are content. Then the big ones will rise 
lethargically from the table lo go off to Lhe bedroom lo nap in 
the soft blankets while the little ones play peacefully with one 
another, uttering strange phrases like “please" and “thank 
you” lo one another. And the housewife will have achieved her 
ultimate goal as an air of tranquility descends over the domicile 
... peace in her home, no matter what the cost.

What makes a ball bounce? 

AIR, when it is compressed, naturally has a tendency 
to decompress and return to its natural state under the 
conditions of temperature and pressure. A rubber ball 
contains air, and when it is dropped with some force, 
the flexible rubber Is pressed inwards and flattened, so 
that the air Is compressed. 

As the rubber reaches the limit of movement in ac- 
cordance with the force exerted ou It, it tends to spr- 
ing back to Its normal shape, which resists ihe air 
pressure evenly upon the Inside surface. This tendency 
is Increased by the pressure of the nir inside seeking to 
return to its normal volume. Hence, the rubber Is shot 
back and the force makes the ball return or 
“bounce”. The amount a ball bounces for a given 
drop also depends upon the temperature and pressure 
of the air Inside.

British ladies golf 
championship 
next year 

LONDON! AP) — The British Ladies Open 
Golf Championship, which failed to take 
place this year, is to be revived in I 984 in 
what the organizers described Wednesday 
as the start of a new era in the history of 
women's golf in Britain. 

More than 40 leading players on the 
Women’s Professional Golf Association 
circuit in the United Stales will be among 
a 132-strong field competing over 72 
holes at Woburn Golf and Country Club in 
Bedfordshire next October. At slake will 
be a cash prize of $30,000 pan of a lu- 
crative $200,000 sponsorship deal signed 
with Hitachi, the Japanese electronics 
giant. t 

Not since 1979 has the cream of Am- 
erica’s women professionals competed in 
a tournament in Britain. Next year’s prize 
money — five limes bigger than in 1982 
under the previous sponsors — will turn 
the open from a low-key event into one of 
the biggest women’s tournaments outside 
the United Slates. 

Announcing the venture al a press con- 
ference in London, Margot Bauer, chair- 
man of Britain’s Ladies Golf Union, said 
it had been the intention for some time to 
upgrade Ihe tournament. It was agreed 
tlial the only way to achieve this was to 
have the top American girls, she told re- 
porters. The Managing Director of Hita- 
chi Sales (UK) Ltd., Mr. K. Sugiyama, 
said the new- format event constituted a 
major step forward in the development of 
ladies golf. He said il would provide a 
shop window where the talents of the 
world’s leading players can be displayed, 
thereby opening up the ladies game to a 
wider audience. 

Mr. Barry Edwards. Hitachi golf con- 
sultant, said the company had agreed to 
sponsor the event for two years, with an 
option on a third. 

Including the $200,000 in prize 
money, he said, Hitachi would be 
committing about half a million dollars to 
the tournament each year.
